The thing is 
evident, and ftuws itfelf, and can w thall be attefted by thou- 
fands, but above all the reft by his Excellency, the faid Lord 
Ambaffidour, who was an Eye- witnefs of it, and irapofed this 
task on me, of giving your Lordfhip a perfedl Narrative of the 
wonder, which is as follows5 

Elizabeth Trevers ^ 23. or 24. years ofage, fair of com¬ 
plexion, brown-hair’d, of an healthy confticution, lowoffta- 
ture, of honeft repute, but of mean and poor parentage, near 
this Town, was on Friday July 3d, 1 669. in good health, and 
went well to bed, where fhe took as good reft and fleep, as e- 
ver before,but in the morn ng,when fhe awaken’d, and attemp¬ 
ted to turn herfelf in her bed,was notable, finding her Breads 
fofwell’d, that (he was affrighted to an aftonifhment. Then 
endeavoring to fit up, the weight of he, B edbfaftned her to 
herbed; where (he hath layn ever fince, ytt whithcut all 
pain and weaknefs either in her Breads, or in any ether 
part. 

This being nois’d abroad, feverai Phyfitians and Chyrurgi- 
ons reforted to her: fome propofed cutting effher Breads, 
which Iwas wholly againft,acvifing for the prefent only an emol¬ 
lient and temperately waime fotus , and once gave her a Bolus 
with 1 * * * * * *; upon the taking of which lire had ten moti¬ 
ons deorfttm, and thefwelling fomewhit abated* \ u:the Mui 
was fo weaken’d upon it for 2, or 3. days after , chat I curd not 
attempt any thing ofthatnitu efince*, fed qu'tapafa fuit[up- 
presfionem menfium per fex retro menfes , Diuretic a non mlla , Sc 
fanguinis menflruiprcleffamenta prafenpfi,\ tending alio Phlebo¬ 
tomy, The Tubuli or pipes ot the Br afts are all vtry hard and 
five lied 5 and indeed the whole breads feem to be nothing eife 
but thole tubuli , and little or nothing of wind or water. As 
near as we can guefs, the ieftbreaft weighs about 2 j. p mnds, 
but the right foinewhat lefs. And the skin of the Burk, 
Neck and Belly feemtobe drawn towards the Breads o ferye 
for che diftenfion.

Now what fhould occafion thofe mondrous tumors of the 
whole Breads, and that fo fuddenly in one night, keeps us in 
great fufpence. There occurs nothing in this point facifta&o- 
ry in the writings of Plater us , Rhodericus a Caflro, Font anus , 
Fore(lus , orany other of the M >derns,that I have feen, writing 
de Morbis Mulierum , fuitable *0 what may be offer’d upon the 
Data of the Circulation of the Blood , the Lymphjedudts, and 
the Fafa Chyltfera Tboraciea , and probably fome C ipilLry vef* 
fels branching thence (in their progrefs to the Sub-clavials) 
through the Intercodal Mufcles into the Breads. I humbly 
beg pardon for this tedu ufnefs drc.

This Narrative having been produced and read at theR, Socie¬ 
ty 1 and the Author of it thanked for his communication , and deft- 
red to impart what he fhouldfurther ohferve in this very odd Acci¬ 
dent^ he was pleafed to wrttt, fome while after , afeeond Letter to 
the Publifher , as follows 5 


I Had written to you ere this, but that I unhappily miflaid your 
Letter among other papers5 but having, after much fearch, 
found it again, I return the Mod Honorable Society and 
you my very humble thanks for your invitation of me 
to continue my Obfeivations about the vnufuall fwelling 
of the Breads, heretofore deferibed. 

About the beginning of this month, our prodigious woman 
in Coughing broughc up at feveral times fome blood ; but this 
I fcon took off> and at that time there appeared feveral cutane¬ 
ous ulcers upon her Breads and other parts, & abunde in vt- 
rendis ( ut a faeminis edocebar) which Jad I cured 5 buc thofe on 
her breads in part remain, and daily difeharge, by the foie ap- 
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plication of Cole-leaves ,„good quantity of famous matter. And 
t,he Patient complaining alfo at that time of grievous interjun- 
dhire pains, efpecially vpon the ’Tibi a , I fufpedted &c. and ap- 
plyed Erupt, de Ran, * * * and gave her 3. fucceeding mor¬ 
aines * * * for a dofe. The third day , it wrought furfum & 
deorfum pretty bi iskly 5 after which her pains vanifh’c and ma¬ 
ny. of zhofe hlcufcula 5 and her breads ( which, fince her Cafe; 
formerly ftrit up, were grown confiderably bigger and very pain¬ 
ful ) much leCs'ncd, and her pains alfo 5 and fhe, though 
drooping much before, and out ofhop^soflife, exceedingly- 
revived. This indicated tome, what I was further to do for 
her, f gave her onfunday lad * * *5 which wrought upward 
plentifully 5, and (lrS daily gets drength fince , aud her Breads 
abate, I defigne to faltvate her, ia hopes to corred that vici¬ 
ous ferment, which is fpued cut of the Genus nervofnm into the 
Breads , and contributes much to thofe tumors. But I fhalf 
now dop my han i , &c,
